REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Gentlemen  of  the  Fitzwilliam  School  Board : 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  first  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  this  being  the  nineteenth  under 
district  supervision.  Much  of  my  time  during  the  half  year 
I  have  been  with  you  has  necessarily  been  taken  in  attend- 
ing to  the  routine  work  and  in  getting  acquainted  with  school 
conditions.  This  report  will  be  limited  to  recording  certain 
things  Avhich  ought  to  find  a  place  in  every  school  report  and 
to  making  a  few  specific  suggestions. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  school  year  it  seemed  advisable  to 
make  a  change  in  the  high  school  course.  This  was  due  part- 
ly to  the  fact  that  it  was  impossible  to  secure  a  man  to  con- 
tinue the  agricultural  course  after  Mr.  Moberg  was  called 
into  the  service,  and  partly  because  the  work  hitherto  offered 
has  failed  to  fit  pupils  to  carry  on  the  next  year's  work  when 
entering  a  new  school.  After  examining  the  school  last  May 
the  State  Department  found  the  work  unsatisfactory  and 
placed  the  high  school  on  approval  for  the  first  term  only,  the 
continuance  of  State  approval  depending  upon  the  attend- 
ance and  quality  of  work  done  up  to  Dec.  31,  1918.  The  ill- 
ness of  Mr.  Butterfield  in  December  has  prevented  his  visiting 
the  school  and  to  date  the  matter  of  standing  with  the  state 
department  is  uncertain. 

Having  decided  upon  reducing  the  high  school  course  to 
tvxo  vears  we  made  everv  effort  to  secure  the  strongest  teach- 


80 

ino-  force  available.  For  principal  ^ye  were  fortunate  enough 
to  secure  the  services  of  Miss  Rose  M.  Pillsbury  of  Camden, 
Maine.  Miss  Pillsbur}^  has  had  wide  experience  both  in  col- 
lege and  in  secondary-  school  work  and  holds  a  Maine  certi- 
ficate of  the  Superintendance  grade.  Her  work  has  been  ex- 
cellent and  the  school  has  done  well  under  her  guidance,  but 
a  high  school  of  only  twelve  pupils  offering  both  the  Domestic 
Arts  and  Academic  course  requires  as  large  a  teaching  force 
as  a  school  three  times  as  large,  and  the  small  high  school 
finds  it  difficult  to  strike  the  pace  that  is  easih^  attained  in  a 
larger  school. 

For  the  Domestic  Arts  and  English  courses  we  secured 
Miss  Alice  L.  Whitten.  a  graduate  of  Gorham  Normal  School. 
Her  classes  have  been  small  but  thorough  and  faithful  work 
has  been  accomplished. 

Conditions  have  been  improved  by  moving  the  four  upper 
grades  from  the  town  hall  building  into  the  high  school.  Miss 
Dorothy  Pickard,  who  completed  the  last  term  of  last  year 
with  those  grades  returned  and  was  continuing  her  excellent 
work  when  she  was  stricken  with  influenza  and  died  early  in 
October.  She  was  not  only  a  splendid  teacher  but  an  excep- 
tionalh^  fine  young  woman,  and  her  loss  has  been  keenly  felt 
both  b}^  her  associates  and  the  community  as  well. 

Miss  Flora  E.  McCubbin  of  Andover,  Mass.,  a  graduate  of 
Bridgewater  Normal  School  now  has  charge  of  these  grades, 
and  has  been  carr^dng  on  the  work  in  a  satisfactory^  manner. 

Finding  the  schedule  of  the  high  school  to  be  rather  light 
and  the  upper  grade  work  rather  heavy  we  have  tried  to  equal- 
ize the  burden  by  having  Miss  Pillsbury  teach  some  of  the 
grade  subjects  where  the  schedule  allowed  her  a  spare  period. 

Miss  Ober  returned  to  her  position  in  the  primary  school  in 
the  village  and  under  her  efficient  teaching  these  grades  have 
made  satisfactory  progress. 

The  schools  at  the  Depot  last  May  were  found  in  a  sadly  de- 
moralized condition  both  in  discipline  and  in  work.   Miss  Anna 
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I.  Flynn,  a  <i'raduate  of  Keene  Avas  elected  teacher  of  the  De])or 
g-rammar  school,  and  Miss  Mildred  Sturtevaut  has  had  charge 
of  the  primary  school.  Both  teachers  rendered  excellent  ser- 
vice during'  the  fall  term,  and  entirely  transformed  the  char- 
acter of  the  schools. 

Miss  Flynn  received  an  excellent  offer  of  a  position  in 
Berlin,  N.  H.  at  Christmas  time,  and  the  school  board  reluct- 
antly released  her.  Mr.  Xorman  J.  Tukey  of  Chelsea,  Mass., 
was  elected  to  succeed  Miss  Flynn.  Mr.  Tukey  has  attended 
Bowdoin  College  and  Boston  University,  and  has  recently  been 
with  the  American  forces  in  France.  He  has  taken  up  the  work 
with  enthusiasm  and  thus  far  has  been  securing  excellent  re- 
sults. 

Miss  Blodgett,  who  has  served  long  and  faithfully  in  Dis- 
trict No.  10  is  continuing  her  excellent  work  in  that  school. 
Her  school  is  properly  regarded  as  one  of  the  best  rural  schools 
in  the  state. 

Miss  Manning  is  teaching  her  second  year  at  State  Line. 
This  is  a  small  school  and  it  seems  difficult  to  secure  as  satis- 
factory results  from  this  school. as  from  some  others,  still  the 
Avork  has  shown  steady  improvement  during  the  year. 

Miss  Holtham  has  continued  her  musical  instruction  in 
the  village  and  Depot  schools.  I  believe  her  work  is  heartily 
appreciated.  Last  year  it  was  suggested  that  the  music  super- 
visor be  dispensed  with  and  that  the  musical  instruction  be 
secured  through  the  regular  class  room  teachers.  In  theory 
this  appears  to  be  an  economical  move,  but  more  than  ten  years 
of  experience  in  school  work  has  shown  me  that  where  a  town 
employs  a  music  supervisor  the  results  are  far  more  satisfactory 
than  where  this  work  is  left  to  the  class  room  teacher.  I  be- 
lieve it  would  be  false  economy  to  attempt  to  save  in  this 
direction. 

All  our  schools,  except  the  small  rural  school  at  State 
Line,  have  been  sacll}'  interfered  with  by  the  influenza  epidemic 
and  from  four  to  six  weeks'  time  has  been  lost.    The  schools 
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throno'hout  the  state,  and  tbrouohout  New  Eii.iilaiid  have  suf- 
fered about  the  same  loss  of  time. 

The  main  proposition  for  immediate  consideration  is  the 
action  to  be  taken  regarding  the  high  school.  It  is  a  serious 
proposition  to  curtail  the  educational  advantages  of  any  pupil, 
and  having  once  established  a  high  school  the  course  should  be 
dropped  only  for  the  strongest  possible  reasons.  The  fact  re- 
mains, hoAvever,  that  last  year  the  school  did  not  do  the  Avork 
required  of  an  approved  high  school,  and  this  year,  with  a 
tAVO  year  course,  we  have  had  an  enrollment  of  but  tAvelve  pup- 
ils. Considering  the  distance  and  the  fairlj^  good  train  service 
to  Winchendon  and  Keene  it  might  be  desirable  to  send  the 
pupils  Avho  desire  to  attend  high  school  to  one  of  these  schools 
and  thus  eliminate  the  entire  expense  of  maintaining  a  high 
school. 

Another  suggestion  Avould  be  to  eliminate  the  second 
year's  Avork  and  organize  the  se\'enth,  eighth  and  tirst  year 
of  the  high  school  into  a  three  year  junior  high,  and  handle 
the  Avork  of  those  three  years,  together  Avith  the  fifth  and  sixth 
grades  Avith  tAvo  teachers  instead  of  three.  In  this  case  I 
Avould  recommend  alloAving  the  seventh  grade  girls  to  begin 
the  Avork  in  domestic  arts.  This  is  Avhere  the  Avork  properly 
begins,  and  under  such  an  arrangement  the  classes  Avould  be 
much  larger  and  more  efficient  Avork  could  be  done  than  under 
the  present  arrangement. 

The  expense  of  the  high  school  is  certainly  a  matter  that 
deserves  serious  consideration,  and  Avhatever  arrangement  is 
made  no  necessary  expense  should  be  spared  to  maintain  the 
best  possible  school  that  the  toAvn  can  aft'ord. 

It  Avill  probably  be  necessary  to  make  some  alteration  in 
the  heating  of  the  Depot  school  before  another  Avinter.  Since 
Christmas  the  furnace  has  Avorked  better  than  it  did  earlier  in 
the  season,  but  tliere  is  a  crack  in  the  fire  box,  and  the  furnace 
smokes  badlA^  Avlien  a  fire  is  started. 

Everything  considered  I  feel  that  the  schools  of  this  toAvn 
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have  made  encourao-ino-  progress  this  year.  In  spite  of  the 
shortag-e  of  teachers  last  summer  we  were  able  to  secure  an 
excellent  teaching  force.  The  spirit  manifested  by  the  teach- 
ers has  been  most  helpfnl,  and  I  certainly  appreciate  their  atti- 
tude. 

In  referring  to  the  high  and  junior  high  school  I  should 
not  omit  to  mention  the  organization  of  the  School  Improve- 
ment League  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Pillsbur}'.  Through 
an  excellent  entertainment  rendered  by  these  pupils  and  later 
social  events  a  piano  for  the  high  school  has  been  bought  and 
paid  for. 

I  do  not  desire  to  use  any  unnecessary  space  in  this  report. 
I  am  aware  that  we  are  all  busy  people.  There  are  many  calls 
on  our  time  in  the  interests  of  the  general  welfare.  We  already 
have  organizations  which  are  interested  in  varied  phases  of 
our  community,  state  and  national  life.  I  cannot,  however,  re- 
frain from  calling  your  attention  to  one  type  of  organization 
which  is  doing  an  immense  amount  of  good  for  the  schools  in 
many  localities.  I  refer  to  what  are  known  as  parent-teacher 
associations.  I  believe  that  some  such  association  here,  em- 
bracing the  whole  community,  might  be  made  a  very  helpful 
influence  in  bringing  the  homes  and  schools  into  closer  touch 
with  each  other  and  in  fostering  that  co-operation  which  we  all 
know  is  so  much  to  be  desired. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  express  to  the  school  board,  teachers, 
parents,  and  pupils  my  appreciation  for  their  encouragement 
and  support  which  have  made  my  work  a  pleasure.

To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  en- 
suing year,  and  to  choose  one  trustee  to  have  charge  of  the 
trust  fund. 

Art.  5.  To  raise  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make  appropria- 
tion for  the  same. 

Art.  6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  repairs 
of  highways  and  bridges,  and  determine  the  amount. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  the  appointment  of  a  liquor  agent  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  w411  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 
men to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  lighting  the  streets  and  town  hall,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  therefor. 


Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  se- 
lectmen to  apply  for  state  aid  for  the  permanent  improve- 
ment of  highways,  raise  money  therefor  or  act  thereon. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  care  and  patrol 
maintenance  of  state  aid  and  trunk  line  roads. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate or  set  aside  from  the  highway  appropriation  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  three  hundred  dollars,  or  such  sum  as  is  neces- 
sary for  the  town  to  obtain  state  aid  for  the  permanent  im- 
provement of  highways. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  be  expended  w^ith  the 
joint  fund  from  the  state  and  federal  governments  to  extermi- 
nate the  white  pine  blister  rust  in  this  town,  the  same  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  selectmen  and  state  for- 
estry department  or  act  thereon. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  give  the  W.  R.  C.  No.  75 
the  free  use  of  the  town  hall  for  a  public  reception  to  our 
soldier  bo3^s. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  to  be  used  in  preparing 
and  erecting  a  suitable  memorial  to  those  who  went  from  this 
town  to  fight  in  the  great  Avar  for  liberty  and  justice  to  all 
mankind  or  take  any  action  thereto. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  to  repair  the  water 
tank  for  fire  purposes  on  the  Rindge  road,  the  same  to  be  ex- 
pended by  the  board  of  fire  Avards. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  forty-five  dollars  and  instruct  the  selectmen 


to  have  the  following  street  lights  installed,  one  near  the  guide 
board  at  the  head  of  the  park,  one  at  the  forks  of  the  Rindge 
and  Winchendon  roads,  and  one  opposite  the  Holman  house 
(so  called)  on  the  Rindge  road. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  sixteen  dollars  to  reimburse  the  Red  Cross 
and  Liberty  Loan  Committee,  the  amount  paid  for  the  use  of 
the  town  hall  during  the  year  1918. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  tOAvn  will  vote  to  give  the  free  use 
of  the  town  hall  to  the  Red  Cross  and  Liberty  Loan  Committee. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  be  used  by  a  com- 
mittee to  gather  information  necessary  to  continue  the  history 
of  the  town  from  1887  to  the  present  time. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  selectmen  to 
sell  the  Steinway  square  piano  in  the  town  hall. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  regular 
members  of  the  fire  department  when  in  actual  service  at  a 
fire  or  doing  detailed  work,  forty  cents  per  hour  or  fraction 
thereof  and  all  persons  called  by  the  fire  wards  and  forest  fire 
warden  and  his  deputies  to  assist  at  a  fire  or  detailed  work  to 
be  paid  as  regular  members  of  the  department  for  their  services. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  aj)pro- 
priate  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  paint  the  exterior  of 
the  town  hall. 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  selectmen  to 
ask  for  bids  for  any  and  all  supplies  and  hauling  required  by 
town  when  the  value  exceeds  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  bids  for 
coal  to  call  for  and  specify  price  per  long  ton  measurement 
2240  lbs.  per  ton,  bids  for  wood  to  specify  price  per  cord,  bids 
for  hauling  to  specify  price  per  long  ton  per  mile,  the  contract 
for  supplies  and  hauling  etc.,  to  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  com- 
petent bidders. 


Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a  new 
cemetery,  raise  and  appropriate  five  hundred  dollars  for  the 
same. 

Art.  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  and 
determine  the  amount  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  electric 
lights  in  the  stair  way  leading  to  the  belfry  in  the  town  house, 
also  to  place  lights  near  the  chimneys  above  upper  town  hall 
floor  for  the  better  protection  in  case  of  fire. 

Art.  27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  place  electric 
lights  with  reflectors  on  town  clock  dial  for  the  purpose  of 
lighting  said  dials  at  night,  and  raise  money  for  the  above  and 
determine  the  amount  or  take  any  action  thereto. 

Art.  28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  gift  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  from  Miss  Hattie  S.  Perry  of 
Weston,  Mass.,  the  income  from  said  sum  to  be  used  for  the 
care  of  the  David  Perry  cemetery  lot  in  said  Fitzwilliam  as  by 
law  provided  in  such  cases. 

Art.  29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  for 
care  and  maintenance  of  the  Fitzwilliam  Town  Library.
